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1950  Construction 
Valued  At  97  Million 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  — <BP)—  Approxi¬ 
mately  $97,000,000  was  spent  by  Southern 
Baptist  during  I960  for  construction, 
expansion,  and  improvement  of  church 
properties,  according  to  W.  A.  Harrell, 
secretary  of  the  department  of  Architec¬ 
ture  of  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board. 
The  information  was  based  on  the  an¬ 
nual  report  of  Porter  Routb,  secretary 
of  the  Department  of  Survey.  Statistics, 
and  Information  for  the  Board.  The  re¬ 
port  from  Routh  showed  the  value  of 
church  property  to  have  increased  from 
$548,261,564  to  $645,271,741  in  1950,  a 
gain  of  $97,010,177. 

Harrell  warned  that  high  cost,  scarcity 
of  materials,  and  possible  stiffening  of 
priorities  “raise  a  serious  question”  for 
the  future. 

“So  far  churches  are  in  the  clear  under 
national  production  authority  provisions 
for  religious  and  educational  building, 
he  said.  "Whether  these  provisions  will 
be  tightened  as  they  were  in  World  War 
II  we  do  not  know  yet.” 

He  urged  that  churches  with  construc¬ 
tion  plans  already  made  move  ahead 
with  actually  building  as  rapidly  as

Negro  Minister  A  Key  Man 

The  Negro  minister  is  a  key  man 
among  his  race.  More  and  more  Negro 
jn^iini.rwns  and  churches  are  demand¬ 
ing  well  trained  leaders.  There  is  not 
an  accredited  Negro  Baptist  seminary 
in  the  territory  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  Our  Negro  Baptist  Sem¬ 
inary  in  Nashville  has  not  yet  reached 
the  point  where  it  can  attract  and  teach 
many  Negro  students  on  the  college 
level.  Its  faculty  must  be  drawn  from 
seminaries  that  are  either  non-Baptist 
or  outside  the  Convention  territory. 
There  are  relatively  few  Baptist  Negro  27 
ministerial  students  who  are  receiving 
college  degrees.  U  n  1  e  s  s  provision  is 
made  for  them  in  our  white  Southern 
Baptist  seminaries,  they  will  either  be 
deprived  of  graduate  study  or  compelled 
to  go  elsewhere  to  their  obvious  disad¬ 
vantage. 

Faculty  Is  Willing 

The  National  Baptist  Convention,  with 
its  constituency  of  four  million  mem¬ 
bers,  needs  trained  leaders  who  have 
had  their  education  in  the  South  where 
most  of  them  will  work.  The  trustees 
felt  that  they  must  not  turn  aside 
from  this  appeal  of  need  and  this  op¬ 
portunity  for  service.  The  faculty  ex¬ 
pressed  its  entire  willingness  In  tench 
these  qualified  and  carefully  selected 
men.

FORT  WORTH,  Texas  —(BP)—  ToUl 
enrolment  in  Southwestern  Baptist  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  for  the  year  1950-51 
reached  1,896,  according  to  Dr.  E.  D. 
Head,  president  of  the  Seminary.  Of 
these  1,082  enrolled  in  the  school  of 
theology,  744  in  the  school  of  religious 
education,  and  163  in  the  school  of  sacred 
music.

Nigerian  Daily  Compliments 
Work  of  Educational  Missions 


A  high  compliment  to  the  work  of 
educational  missions  aboard  has  been 
received  by  Dr.  George  W.  Sadler,  the 
Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Board’s  Secre¬ 
tary  for  Europe,  Africa,  and  the  Near 
East.  It  is  an  editorial  from  the  Nigerian 
Daily  Times  dated  March  10. 

The  editorial  says:  "For  a  long  time 
is  has  appeared  as  if  the  foreign  mis¬ 
sionaries  in  this  country  have  been  sow¬ 
ing  the  seeds  of  education  and  enlight¬ 
enment  on  stony  ground. 

“While  labouring  day  and  night  to 
improve  every  phase  of  life  of  the  peo¬ 
ple,  they  have  been  criticized  and  mis¬ 
represented  as  ‘agents  of  imperialism,' 
unworthy  of  any  material  and  moral 
support. 

“How  many  Nigerians  share  this 
view?  That  no  responsible  Nigerian 
does,  can  be  judged  from  the  debates 
now  going  on  in  the  Legislative  Council 
. . .  But  perhaps  even  more  gratifying 
is  the  unanious  admission  that  the  gov¬ 
ernment  itself,  controlling,  as  it  does, 
vast  resources,  has  not  done  as  much  as 
the  Voluntary  Agencies  to  develop  edu¬ 
cation. 

“Surely,  this  Is  the  highest  tribute 
any  citizen  can  pay.  It  is  a  reflection 
of  rfoep  feelings  of  gratitude.  The  peo¬ 
ple’s  representatives  have  aired  what 
can  be  taken  as  a  cross-section  of  pub¬ 
lic  opinion. 

“We  can  only  hope  that  the  Voluntary 
Agencies  will  continue  their  work  of 
enlightenment  and  spiritual  emancipa¬ 
tion  in  Nigeria,  undeterred  by  the  sav¬ 
age  criticisms  of  a  few.” 

Dr.  Sadler  states  that  in  Nigeria 
about  90%  of  educational  work  is  be¬ 
ing  done  by  the  missionary  societies. 
Southern  Baptists  are  responsible  for 
30  000  pupils  in  296  schools.

On  March  IS,  a  county-wide  music 
festival  was  held  at  Courtland.  Repre¬ 
sentatives  were  present  from  12 
churches  which  was  more  than  SS%  of 
the  churches  in  the  association.  Sev- 
erel  church  groups  rendered  special 
music,  and  plenty  of  congregational 
singing  was  led  by  the  various  church 
song  leaders  present. 

Special  emphasis  was  placed  upon  the 
singing  for  the  Evangelistic  Crusade. 
Brief  statements  of  emphasis  were 
given  throughout  the  program  touching 
such  subjects  as  “Music  and  Worship,” 
‘Evangelistic  Songs,”  “Service  Plan¬ 
ning,"  and  other  phases  of  music  plan¬ 
ning. 

The  hymn  festival  climaxed  a  week  of 
music  study  held  at  the  Peach  Creek 
Church  led  by  W.  C.  Morgan,  State 
Music  Secretary.  During  the  week  there

THE  STORY  OP  CREATION. 
Scriptures:  Genesis  1-2;  John  1:1-3. 

1.  IN  THE  BEGINNING 
The  beginning  of  time.  We  have,  with 
the  first  chapter,  come  to  what  I  think 
of  as  the  close  of  eternity  past.  There 
comes  a  time  in  the  future  when  time 
shall  be  no  more.  Then  begins  eternity 
future.  “When  the  trumpet  of  the  Lord 
aha  LI  sound  and  time  shall  be  no  more” 
then  begins  eternity  future.  We  are  liv¬ 
ing  in  time  now.  Time  had  a  beginning:

Then  God  created,  brought 
into  existence,  the  material  of  which 
His  universe  is  made.  In  bow  long  a 
time?  Have  tt  your  way!  Twenty  min¬ 
utes  or  twenty  million  years,  either  suits 
me.  if  you  can  show  me  that  God  oc¬ 
cupied  that  much  time  in  the  creation. 
The  point  of  significance  with  me  is 
that  He  created  of  nothing  all  the  ma¬ 
terial  stuff  of  which  things,  all  ma¬ 
terials  are  made-all  systems,  an  suns, 
all  sure,  all  planets,  all  everything  of 
which  anything  is  composed,  sky  and 
solid -seeming  earth,  fragrant  rose  on  my 
lady's  bosom  and  giant  redwood,  tower¬ 
ing  in  the  sheltered  glen,  monkey  and 
man.  fish  and  feathered  songster— all  of 
them,  everything  is  of  God's  creation. 

Here  la  the  book  ef  Genesis  Is  the 
greatest  story  ever  written,  the  story 
of  the  beginning  of  the  universe,  of  this 
earth,  of  mu.  of  the  family,  which  Is 
still  the  basic  unit  of  all  God-ordained 
society,  the  begiaaimg  of  sia,  of  salva¬ 
tion,  of  crime,  of  worship,  of  service, 
of  nations  and  laagaages. 

AU  these  and  other  exhibitions  of 
power  call  for,  demand  a  Personal 
source  of  power.  Our  common  sense 
calls  for  a  Personal  source  of  power, 
and  we  call  this  Personal  source  of 
power  Ood.  Certain  eighteenth  century 
philosophers  (fool-osophers)  deceived 
themselves  into  believing  that  they  be¬ 
lieved  In  impersonal  poorer  operating 
this  world  of  ours. 

But  the  Bible  gives  us  the  picture 
of  a  Personal  God,  all-powerful,  right¬ 
eous,  and  loving.  This  God  created  the 
world,  then  the  earth  and  all  things 
herein  “by  the  word  of  His  power.” 
Leave  it  stand  thus.  I  would  rather  be 
a  creature  of  His  love  and  care  than 
to  be  an  accident  of  force  and  matter 
in  conflict.  So  then  He  is  Source  of  all 
creation,  the  SusUiner  of  all  creation, 
the  Source  and  SusUiner  of  all  spiritual 
life.  Can  you  not  aee  that  it  must  be 
ao?  And  so  we  must  give  Him  first 
place  or  give  Him  no  place  in  the 
scheme  of  our  lives.

Balikpapan,  Borneo,  Indonesia

(EDITOR'S  NOTE:  Dr.  Duke  K.  Mc¬ 
Call,  Nashville,  and  Dr.  W.  A.  Cris¬ 
well,  Dallas,  have  returned  to  the  United 
States  after  a  round-the-world  tour  of 
various  Southern  Baptists  mission  fields 
of  the  world.  Following  is  one  of  Dr. 
McCall's  reports  written  from  Balik¬ 
papan,  Borneo,  Indonesia). 

I  just  drank  a  cup  of  java  in  Java 
and  met  the  wild  man  of  Borneo.  By 
way  of  reaction  the  five  cent  cup  of 
coffee  which  costs  10  cents  in  my  fa¬ 
vorite  restaurant  in  the  U.  S.  A.  is 
worth  $10  in  comparison  to  the  stuff 
you  get  in  Djakarta. 

The  Indonesians  have  just  gotten  their 
freedom  from  the  Dutch.  Today  they 
are  celebrating  with  a  big  parade.  I 
almost  missed  my  plane  trying  to  get 
around  the  miles  of  American  equipment 
which  lined  the  streets  of  the  capitol. 

I  hope  we  Americans  are  selling  de¬ 
mocracy  as  well*  as  the  equipment  to 
defend  it.  .  .  It  is  assumed  by  all  that 
an  American  tourist  is  a  gold  mine  to 
be  excavated  by  whoever  can. 

Generally  the  United  States’  effort  to 
make  friends  in  foreign  lands  takes  the 
form  of  dealing  with  governments.  We 
give  (or  “Lend”  which  means  the  same 
thing)  money  to  the  government.  We 
treat  government  officials  royally. 

What  we  do  not  understand  is  the 
difference  between  our  attitude  toward 
our  government  and  the  attitude  of  most 
of  the  people  in  the  world.  For  most 
of  the  people  all  that  the  introduction 
of  democracy  means  is  a  change  of 
words  and  the  people  in  power.  Where 
an  American  thinks  of  the  government 
as  his  friend,  other  people  instinctively 
think  of  the  government  as  an  enemy. 

Thus  it  is  that  making  friends  with  a 
government  does  not  mean  that  you 
have  made  friends  with  a  people 

I  have  listened  to  the  voice  of  Ameri¬ 
ca  radio  broadcasts.  I  have  visited  our 
cosulates  and  embassies  everywhere 
we  stopped.  I  have  tried,  as  an  ama¬ 
teur,  to  evaluate  the  other  U.  S.  A. 
propaganda  and  information  services. 

I  believe  the  best  media  for  creating 
world  friendship  and  understanding  is 
Christian  missions. 

The  Russians  have  long  since  learned 
to  tell  their  story  to  the  people.  We 
have  a  better  story  but  we  tell  it  to 
the  wrong  folks. 

That  is  why  I  believe  that  Christian 
missions  are  the  best  way  to  get  to 
the  people. 

More  important  than  selling  America r 
the  missionaries  have  a  message  of  a 
new  power  for  life.  It  is  thR  power  of 
God  through  Jesus  Christ.  _ 

That  will  sound  like  a  Sunday  ser¬ 
mon  when  you  read  it.  Out  here  It 
sounds  like  the  cure  for  the  worst  trouble 
these  new  nations  have.  The  character 
of  the  people  who  suddenly  come  to 
power  in  these  new  democracies  is  not 
always  ready  for  the  temptations  of 
that  power.  As  a  result  the  mass  of 
people  gain  nothing  by  the  change  and 
lose  the  efficiency  and  justice  which 
belonged  to  the  old  colonial  system. 

I  keep  remembering  that  Jesus  said, 
"Ye  shall  know  the  truth  and  the  truth 
shall  make  you  free.”  Here  people  have 
reversed  the  order.  They  want  freedom 
first  and  truth  later. 

No  stable  government,  whether  in 
North  America  or  the  isles  of  the  Pa¬ 
cific  Ocean,  can  be  built  without  a 
foundation  of  truth  expressed  in  the 
•kuMtar  id  the  people.

Children  Available, 
Through  DP  Office 

NEW  ORLEANS— A  limited  number  of 
children  are  available  for  adoption 
through  the  newly  am  mended  Displaced 
Persons  Law  it  is  announced  by  Charles 
R.  Gage,  resettlement  director  for  Bap¬ 
tist  displaced  persons. 

"Some  of  these  children  have  lost  one 
or  both  parents  in  the  war  while  some 
have  been  legally  surrendered  by  their 
parents  because  they  are  unable  to  sup¬ 
port  them,”  Mr.  Gage  said.  While  most 
of  the  children  available  are  of  Greek 
and  Italian  origin,  there  are  a  few  from 
other  countries. 

All  proceedings  for  the  adoption  of 
these  children  must  conform  with  the 
regulations  established  by  state  agencies 
responsible  for  the  adoption  of  children. 
Parents  will  have  to  qualify  under  the 
laws  in  their  own  state  and  studies  of 
the  homes  will  have  to  be  made  by  wel¬ 
fare  workers. 

Children  coming  under  this  program 
must,  of  course,  be  accompanied  by  an 
adult.  Sponsors  will  be  required  to  pay 
for  the  round  trip  transportation  of  the 
adult  plus  certain  other  legal  fees.  In 
certain  classifications,  the  transportation 
will  be  provided  by  the  government. 

Religious,  educational,  and  nationality 
background  will  be  taken  Into  full  con¬ 
sideration.

Fourth  Generation

Dr.  L.  R.  Elliott,  who  34  years  ago, 
placed  the  5,000th  volume  on  the  shelves 
of  Southwestern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary's  library,  this  month  received 
volume  number  50,000. 


DALLAS,  Texas— (BP)— Eight-year-old 
Henry  Holcomb  was  baptized  by  his 
father,  the  Rev.  Luther  Holcomb,  re¬ 
cently  in  the  Lakewood  Baptist  Church 
here. 

The  father  of  the  Lakewood  pastor, 
Dr.  T.  L.  Holcomb  of  Nashville,  Tenn., 
stood  outside  the  baptistry  and  read  from 
the  Bible. 

For  these  two  the  event  will  refresh 
memories  of  similar  baptisms  years 
ago. 

The  elder  Holcomb  was  baptized  at 
15  years  by  his  father,  W.  B.  Holcomb 
in  a  creek  near  Purvis,  Miss. 

In  1921,  T.  L.  Holcomb,  then  pastor 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church  at  Sherman, 
baptized  then  11-year-old  Luther  Hol¬ 
comb. 

T.  L.  Holcomb  is  now  executive  sec¬ 
retary-treasurer  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  Sunday  School  Board.

Survey  Shows  Men 
Contribute  Labor 

In  a  recent  study  of  341  rural  or  vil¬ 
lage  churches  located  in  44  states  and 
belonging  to  23  different  denominations 
it  was  found  that  the  men  of  these 
churches  contributed  40  different  types 
of  labor  gifts. 

In  12  per  cent  of  the  cases  the  men 
contributed  their  labor  to  beautify  the 
church  grounds.  In  10  per  cent  of  the 
churches  the  voluntary  labor  of  the 
men  was  used  in  building.  The  605  men 
who  helped  with  such  construction  in 
these  34  churches  contributed  an  average 
of  $79.31  in  labor  per  man  or  $1845.57 
per  church.  This  was  three  times  the 
average  annual  cash  gift. 

In  the  16  per  cent  of  the  churches  the 
men  made  equipment  for  the  church 
school. 

The  painting  of  the  church  or  pastor  - 
ium  was  one  of  the  most  successful 
group  projects  for  men.  One-third  of 
the  341  churches  used  it.  The  886  men 
thereby  saved  $10,734  for  their  churches. 

These  voluntary  labor  gifts  are  de¬ 
scribed  in  a  new  bulletin  entitled  MEN 
WORKING.  It  contains  72  pages  and  58 
photographs  of  the  men  at  work.  The 
Rural  Church  Department,  Drew  Semi¬ 
nary,  Madison,  New  Jersey,  is  distribut¬ 
ing  this  bulletin  on  a  non-profit  basis 
for  30  cents  a  copy. 

These  labor  gifts  develop  for  the  men 
a  new  pride  and  a  new  loyalty  for  their 
church. 


In  more  than  three  decades  in  the 
library.  Dr.  Elliott  has  witnessed  it 
grow  from  its  one-room  quarters  in 
Fort  Worth  Hall  to  the  present  Fleming 
Library,  valued  at  a  half  million  dol¬ 
lars.  It  is  today  the  largest  theological 
library  located  west  of  the  Mississippi 
River. 

Dr.  Elliott  began  his  work  as  a  stu¬ 
dent  assistant  in  1919  when  the  books 
were  shelved  in  the  first  floor  of  Fort 
Worth  Hall.  In  1939,  the  library  was 
moved  to  the  Woman’s  Building.  Tea 
years  later,  the  books  were  transferred 
to  Fleming  Library,  which  has  a  ca¬ 
pacity  for  150,000  volumes. 

Along  with  the  physical  expansion  »f 
the  building  has  come  a  growth  in  tb* 
budget  and  in  the  staff.  In  1922,  the 
library  operated  on  an  annual  budget 
of  $14,000.  The  budget  this  year  is  $45,- 
000.  This  includes  funds  for  salaries, 
supplies,  books  and  magazines.
